WHAT OF CUBA?

Cuba is free. After more than
three centuries of oppression, rob-
bery and murder under Spanish
authority, the *Queen of the An-
tilles’® is at last free,and our gov-
ernment has given its faith to the
world that Cuba shall be govern-
el by her own people.

There is a nominal republican
government in Cuba that was or-
ganized soon after the present re-
bellion began, but it has never ex-
ercised any authority save that as-
gerted by the army of Gomes.
Whether it could be entrusted
with the government of the discor-
dant elements of the island which
must remain after lhe retirement
of the Spanish army, is a question
that the United States must
promptly consider and determine,
and there is little doubt that the
final conclusion of the President
will be that the supreme authority
in Cuaba for the present, and for
gome years to come, must bein
an A merican protectorate.

It is more than probable that as
soon as Caba shall be given over
to the actusal poseession of the Un-
ited States, the people of Cuba
will be invited to form a govern-
ment of their own under such reg-
ulations and safeguards as our gov-~
ernment shall determine, which
government shall be subordinate
to the protectorate of the United
States.

The people of Cuba are now
free from all the exactions of
Spain, and what the insurgents
have fought for is now achieyed.
There can be no more oppres-
sion; no more despotism; no more
unjust taxation and no interfer-
ence with the natural rights of
any law-abiding citizan; but it is
obvious that those who have
fought for the liberty of Cuba
have fought for the liberty of li-
cense and know little of the lib-
erty of law.

Qur government must teach
the Cubans the liberty of “law,
and the sooner they shall accept
it the sooner they will ba left to
the entire government of the is-
land and people, Until then there
must be American protectorate
to assure absolute safety for per-
son and property, for capital and
energy, and that office must be
performed by an American pros
tectorate,

The destiny of Cuba is mani-
fest and no human power can
chauvge it. With an American
protectorate giving absolute
safety to capital and energy, that
rich island will be rapidly Amer-
icanized. Scores of millions of
American capital will go into
Cuba within the next year, and
her dasolate fields will soon be
restored and crops more magnif~
icent than the benighted Cuban
ever dreamed of will be gathered
by the new life and energy which
must be rapidly infused in Cuba
whenever peace and order shall
come, ;

Cuba will be practically an
American Republic, and that
must mean ber ultimate annexa-
tion to the United States; not by
eonguest but by the voluntary
action of the sovereign power of
her people. As an independent
Republic Cuba woull be power-

1:ss todefend herself, and the

protectorate that we must exer=-
cise to restore her to life and
prosperity, would always be nec-
essary to protezt her against
foreign foes. Her safety, there-
fore, must be in a thoroughly
Americanized Cuban Republie
that will become one of the States
of the Union before our protects
orate shall cease. Such is the
destiny of Caba, and it is inexor-
able.

Blanco Proclaims Amnesty,

News has just reached Wash-
ington of a recent proclamation of
amnesty, in which Gen.
has made known to the Spanish
people of Cuba that bpain had,
through intervention of foreign
powers, been forced to the dis-
graceful issue of suing for peace,
and that there would be no more
war and no farther use for sol-
diers. He offered a pardon to all
Cuban political prisoners, and
over 150 were released in Havana.
In explaining Spain’s defeat in his
proclamation, Blanco informs his
credulous readers that Spain, hav—
suffered s0 much in the present
war, could not resist the interfer-
ence of the foreign powers and go
to war with all countries at once,
go she was compelled to accede to
their dictation and sue for peace,
Havana, he says, will be giyen
over to Americans and Cuabang,
and the Spaniards will be forced
to evacnate. He assures the sol-
diers and all Spanish possessions
that free tramsportation will be
given them by their mother coun-
try to their destination, and they
will be protected from interfers
ence on the part of either Cubans
or Americans.

FIERCE FIGHTING AT MALATE

After Three Hours of Hard Fight-
ing the Spaniards are Forced
to Retreat,

Spanish Loss Very Heavy.
By Cable to The Argus.

Hong Kong, Aug. 9.—Details
bave just been received by a spe~
cial despatch boat from Manila of
a terrific battle on the night of
July 31st, between Americans and
Spaniards at Mulate.

The fighting was ferce but re-
sulted in the Spaniards being re~
pulsed with great loss.

The American and insurgent
forces were operating between
Cavite and Manila. The Spans

liards chose a dark night for the

attack, hoping to turn the Amer-
icans and retake their position
by burling superior forces
against them, being three thous
and strong,

The American forces comprised
the first battallion, Tenth Penns
sylvapia volunteers, first Califor-
nia battalion, third United States
artillery and battery A, of Utah.

It required three hours cf fierce
fighting to drive the Spaniards
back.

The American loss was nine
Irilled and foriy four wounded,

Spanish loss was over two
L,undred killed and three hundred
wounded.

Scarcely any of the Americans
were ever under fire before and
behaved splendidly, and fought
bravely.

The Spaniards attacked Amer-
icans several but the
American fire was so terrific that
it broke the Spanish centre and
they retreated. The Spaniards
shortly afterwards made a second
charge on the Americans but
again retreated to the bushes,
keeping up an incessant fire on
the road.
